Chinese takeaway 
submits new plans 

A NEW bid to relocate a Chinese takeaway in Crewk¬ 
erne town centre is being considered by South Som¬ 
erset planners. 

Applicant Ralf Ricardo submitted new plans at the 
end of July after having withdrawn an earlier appli¬ 
cation in May. 

Mr Ricardo wants to convert a former estate agents 
office in East Street into a hot food takeaway outlet. 

Documents submitted by his planning agent state: 
"The owner of the property is currently operating a 
Chinese takeaway business in Market Square, Crewk¬ 
erne, and the proposal is to move his business to this 
building (1-3 East Street). 

"A previous planning application for the site was 
withdrawn in May to address the concerns of the 
town council and to further investigate the efficacy 
of the proposed specialist air conditioning equip¬ 
ment." 

The agent added that the latest scheme differs 
from the previous one. 

"The residential element of the scheme has been 
removed and the proposed air conditioning equip¬ 
ment has been upgraded to ensure that all odours 
are kept away from the surrounding properties." 

Planners are due to rule on the application by mid- 
September.

Hand crafted gifts

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Remembering Bill's Olympic achievement 


CUSTOMERS have been celebrat¬ 
ing - and toasting with some spe¬ 
cial local juice - the Olympic 
achievements of 81-year-old 
apple-grower Bill Hoskyns.

The owner of North Perrott Fruit 
Farm near Crewkerne is well 
known in Somerset for his top- 



notch pear and apple juice. 

But a few decades back, Bill 
strode the world stage as a leg¬ 
endary swordsman who com¬ 
peted in six consecutive Olympics 
- twice winning silver medals: 
Rome in 1960 and Tokyo in 1964, 
pictured below. 

At the peak of his prowess in 
1958, Bill was the World Epee 
Champion. He also won a record 
nine gold medals at various Com¬ 
monwealth Games. No British 
fencer has won any Olympic 
medals since Bill last stood on the 
winners' podium 48 years ago. 

His consecutive appearances in 
six British Olympic teams - 1956 
to 1976 - was only equaled by 
athlete Tessa Sanderson until the 
pair were joined this year by 
archer Alison Williamson. 

His son Jonathan, who now runs 
the fruit farm with his wife 
Anwen, has made a special dis¬ 



play of Bill's Olympic history at 
their farm shop in North Perrott. 

And customers are even al¬ 
lowed to don the medals and 
pose for photographs with them 
draped around their necks. 

Jonathan said:"During the Lon¬ 
don Olympics, my father's 
Olympic medals are on show with 
information about his interna¬ 
tional fencing career." 

Bill's Olympic career started in 
Melbourne in 1956 when it took 
him almost two weeks to travel 
from England to the games in 
Australia. 

In Rome, 1960, he was part of 
the Epee team and won his first 
silver medal in front of his father 
and then fiancee Georgina. 

In Tokyo, four years later, he won 
silver in the individual Epee. 

In the following three Olympics 
- Mexico City 1968, Munich 1972, 
and Montreal 1976 - Bill repre¬ 



sented Britain in more than one 
weapon. 

In Melbourne and Tokyo he had 
fought in all three: Epee, Foil and 
Sabre. 

Jonathan added: "His successes 
in other international competi¬ 
tions are too many to list! 

"London 2012 seems an appro¬ 
priate time to celebrate my fa¬ 
ther's legendary association with 


the Olympic games. To honour his 
achievements, we have branded 
Gold, Silver and Bronze apple 
juices for the event. 

"We're hoping they can be used 
to toast British success at the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic Games." 

• Bill has been unable to attend 
the Olympics as he has been un¬ 
well, but he is now recovering at 
home.

COMMUNITY organisa¬

skills. 

With his father-in-law in 
the removals business, Mr 
Shore decided on his own 
form of re-cycling and is 
hoping to gather old cycle 
parts so that the WATCH 
members can restore and 
rebuild unwanted bikes and 
sell them on to raise funds 
for the group. 

He has made a start on 
his own and been working 
in a back room of the 
Young People’s Centre, 
where they meet every 
week and with a few tools. 
Now he is appealing for 
unwanted bicycles and 
parts that they can use, as 
well as a few more tools - 
mainly spanners - and an¬ 
other work stand or two. 

Mr Shore has the full 
support of local businesses, 
Auto Bitz, which offered a 
discount on his tools, and 
Wheels in Motion, which 
gave him advice and of¬ 
fered free servicing on the 
bikes to check their road¬ 
worthiness . 

Mr Shore said: “We had 
to fill out a grant assess¬ 


ment for the WATCH proj¬ 
ect and a lot of the mem¬ 
bers put down bicycle 
maintenance as something 
they would like to learn. 
I’ve been doing bike re¬ 
pairs for myself for years, 
as well as helping friends, 
so I thought it was some¬ 
thing I could do to give 
back to the project. I have 
already got two of the oth¬ 
ers involved, now we just 
need more bits. 

“If we get a few more 
and can get enough bikes, 
it might even lead to a hir¬ 


ing scheme for people who 
can’t afford to buy their 
own.”

Dennis Snr. said of course 
we will, provided I can put 
it in the window! This was 
how they were able to dis¬ 
play furniture in their win¬ 
dows.

Grandparents" 

From the small 1000 sq. 
ft shop Dennis and Annie 
started in 1944, it has 
grown into the impressive 
25,000 sq. ft store it is 
today.

Olympic 

reflections 

THERE are some great perks to being a journalist and top of 
the list must be to get a pass to cover the Olympic Games 

writes Kevin Fahey. 

As I write this I am sitting just above the finishing line as the 
warrior sprinters limber up for the final of the men's 100m. 

The stadium announcer has just told us that two million 
people applied for tickets for tonight's action to see who is the 
fastest man on the planet. 

Unless they were interested in the women's triple jump but I 
somehow doubt it. 

It is at times like this you realise how lucky you are. I hate to 
think how much a ticket would cost for a seat on the home 
straight (a story going round is that one fan paid £700 for a 
ticket and ended up on the back straight. He wasn't happy). 

Throw in free coffee and tea, a TV monitor at your desk for 
replays and an instant results service and it is an unbeatable 
package. 

This is repeated for all 26 sports on the Olympic timetable 
allowing 20,000 accredited journalists to do their job. Inter¬ 
estingly, while we are talking amazing stats, journalists out¬ 
number the 17,000 athletes from 205 countries but are 
dwarfed by the 63,000 involved in the running of the Games, 
many of whom are volunteers. 

Nine million tickets were sold to 500,000 spectators and 
80,000 of those were the very lucky to get a prized entry to 
Sunday's show. 

There are few events more exciting than the battle to be the 
fastest man on the planet. 

Raw speed and super macho egos collide like an inter-plan¬ 
etary asteroid explosion with enough force to power the 
whole of east Devon and west Dorset as well. 

The fastest human on two legs is a title that demands re¬ 
spect, earns worldwide fame and opens the door to consider¬ 
able financial rewards. 

Only the quest to become the toughest, strongest and bad- 
dest man on the planet, a title traditionally held by the heavy¬ 
weight boxing champion but since diluted by the splintering 
of the sport into so many different organisations, comes close. 

There is nothing quite like the anticipation of a 100m show¬ 
down and it didn't disappoint as Usain Bolt cemented his leg¬ 
endary status by retaining his title in a new Olympic record. 

But it wasn't as exciting as the Super Saturday when Britain 
won three golds in the greatest hour that the sport has en¬ 
joyed in its history. Now that was THE ticket to have.

WITH opportunities few and far between, Crewkerne-based 
trainer Bob Buckler's plan for Mister Matt was spot on as the 
Strictly Come Racing syndicate enjoyed a double celebration 
last week as the nine-year-old picked up almost £20k in win¬ 
nings writes Stuart Broom. 

The abysmal summer weather has made it hard for trainer's 
to place horses needing the firmer ground, but the Henley 
trainer got it spot on when Mister Matt trotted up in the Class 
3 Pershore Plum Festival Land O’plums Handicap Chase at 
Worcester on Tuesday. 

Leading from the off, Andrew Glassonbury had little to do as 
they comfortably held off the challenge of Trooper Clarence 
and the other three runners in a faultless display of jumping 
to scoop the prize money of almost £4k. 

On Friday they stepped up a class, racing at Newton Abbot 
in the Class 2 Sis Live Handicap Chase, again over two miles, a 
race in which he was fifth last year. 

Again Andrew Glassonbury took him out in front in the com¬ 
pany this time of Oceana Gold with the Paul Nicholls trained 
Shooters Wood four lengths back in third. 

The two matched strides until six from home when Dougie 
Costello was unseated from Oceana Gold, upon which Shoot¬ 
ers Wood took closer order. 

Making the turn for home Glassonbury eked out a small lead 
but as the y jumped the last they were practically side by side. 

However Buckler's horse driven out by his jockey bravely 
hung on to win by a neck and earn his owners another £15k 
plus. 

Unfortunately the horse who is so consistent he has been 
placed in eighteen of his 22 races over fensces including five 
wins, will pick up another 71b penalty for the win.

"They started very fast but when Oceana Gold unseated his 
rider, Shooters Wood became the threat and pushed us very 
hard. But it was some inspired riding from Andrew and the 
horse and they battled it out to head them off. 

"It was nice to see the plan come off and the horse will now 
be put out for two week in the field along with the others for 
some rest as there is no NH racing until the end of next week, 
ready to come back fresh for the autumn. 

Boxatrix made his racecourse debut on the same card in the 
Try totequickpick If You're Feeling Lucky Standard Open NH 
Flat Race bumper over two miles, finishing second from the 
back. 

"He's not very quick and wants further and with £10k prize 
money this was a high class race. On top of that that was a bit 
of kicking at the start, including our horse, and so Giles 
Hawkins took him to the back before the start so he was a bit 
slow leaving. 

"He ran very green but stayed on and has learned a bit in a 
better than average bumper." 

Buckler was full of praise for the Newton Abbot board whom 
are self-funded and put up £100k of prize money for the day's 
racing which turned out very successfully for them with some 
very good racing. 

"They need to be congratulated, and I take my hat off to 
them. To provide races with 25km of prize money is difficult 
especially in this economic climate."

Wilson 
grabs shooting Gold 

LOCAL Marksman Peter Wilson gave Team GB their 
fourth gold medal of the 2012 Olympic Games writes 
Howard Larcombe. 

The 25-year-old who hails from Glanvilles Wootton near 
Sherborne held his nerve to finish two shots clear of Swe¬ 
den's Hakan Dahlby in the DoubleTrap event at the Rotal 
Artillery Barracks. 

Wilson's success landed Britain's first Olympic shooting 
medal since Richard Faulds won gold in the same event 
at the Sydney games back in 2000.
